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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's arguments have been considered with respect to claims 9-63. All the 
claims have been considered, except claims 4, 30, 33, 38, 53, and 56 as being drawn to 
a non-elected species. 

Priority 

2. Applicant has not complied with one or more conditions for receiving the benefit 
of an earlier filing date under 35 U.S.C. 120 as follows: 

An application in which the benefits of an earlier application are desired must 
contain a specific reference to the prior application(s) in the first sentence(s) of the 
specification or in an application data sheet by identifying the prior application by 
application number (37 CFR 1.78(a)(2) and (a)(5)). If the prior application is a non- 
provisional application, the specific reference must also include the relationship (i.e., 
continuation, divisional, or continuation-in-part) between the applications except when 
the reference is to a prior application of a CPA assigned the same application number. 
Applicants must update the priority in the first sentence(s) of the specification. 

Claim Objections 

3. Claim 65 is objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c), as being of improper dependent 
form for failing to further limit the subject matter of a previous claim. Applicant is 
required to cancel the claim(s), or amend the claim(s) to place the claim(s) in proper 
dependent form, or rewrite the claim(s) in independent form. 

Claim 65 depends from itself. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

5. Claim 35 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

• Claim 35, there is no antecedent basis for "the at least one protrusion". 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

6. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

7. Claims 1,9-16, 24-29, 31, 32, 34-36, 39, 41-45, 49-52, 54, 55, are 57-63 are 
rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Reilly et al (US 5,520,653). 

The applied reference has a common inventor with the instant application. Based upon the 
earlier effective U.S. filing date of the reference, it constitutes prior art under 35 U.S.C. 102(e). This 
rejection under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) might be overcome either by a showing under 37 CFR 1.132 that any 
invention disclosed but not claimed in the reference was derived from the inventor of this application and 
is thus not the invention "by another," or by an appropriate showing under 37 CFR 1.131. 



Reilly discloses an adapter 42 (figs. 2A-2E) having a piston extension 50 having 



a first connector member at 56a-b, a second connector member 52, an adapter face- 
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plate 46 having a mounting device at 46 having two mounting ears 48a-b and an 
attachment mechanism 44 defining a recess. 

8. Claims 1-3, 6, 7, 9-18, 21-24, 64, and 65 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as 
being anticipated by Yamamoto (US 6,312,410). 

Yamamoto discloses an adapter 100 having the elements as claimed. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

9. Claims 8, 19, 20, 37, 40, 46-48, and 66 are objected to as being dependent upon 
a rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including 
all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Response to Arguments 

10. Applicant's arguments with respect to the claims have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
